THE  Author  of  the  Remarks  cannoc 
furdy  object  to  the  Treatment  he  finds 
in  this  Reply ,  when  he  is  in  a  proper 
Temper  to  refled  upon  the  many  indecent  Liber¬ 
ties  he  has  taken  with  his  Antagonift,  from  the 
Title  Page  to  the  Conclufioo  of  his  very  extra¬ 
ordinary  Performance;  when  he  confiders  how  ir¬ 
ritating  it  is,  to  fee  a  Friend  called  ferioufiy,  and 
in  plain  JLngliJJo ,  a  Stranger  to  common  Senfe , 
and  a  Stranger  to  Truth,  He  cannot  be  vain 
enough  to  exped  any  Meafures  to  be  kept  in.  an- 
fwering  thereto  ;  nor  will  he  object  to  the  re¬ 
printing  it  verbatim  ;  which  is  done  with  no  py- 
ratical  View,  but  with  an  Increafe  of  Charges, 
purely  to  obviate  all  Cavils  about  any  Mifcon- 
ftrudion  of  his  Words,  and  to  lave  much  Trou¬ 
ble  to  the  Writer  in  making  many  and  long 
Quotations,  as  well  as  to  convey  to  the  Readers, 
with  as  little  Intricacy  as  a  contefted  Subjed  can 
admit  of,  the  Senfe  of  the  Contenders.

And  when  therefore 
he  tells  the  World,  that  a  certain  ’Squire,  named 
at  length,  gave  him  a  Letter  to  fupply  the  Place 
of  a  Miracle,  is  not  his  Meaning  underftood  by 
his  Readers  of  all  Sizes  ?  His  very  courfe  Re-1 
buke  to  a  Baronet,  who  figns  an  Atteftation  to  ai 
Cure  of  Dr.  D~ — r  s  upon  his  Son,  is  of  the: 
fame  Strain  :  If  this  Atteftation  did  offend  him,, 
he  might  have  attempted  to  take  away  its  Credit! 
in  Terms  lefs  affrontive.  But  what  Offence  could 

the  Gentleman,  whom  he  calls  a  ’Squire,  give

equences  of  a  Remedy  of  late  revived  among 
is,  which  he  was  apprehenfive,  fooner  or  later, 
night  be  attended  with  Mifchief,  thus  rafhly 
entered  on  by  all  Sorts  of  People  :  In  order  to  his 
ntended  Difcourfe  thereon,  publifhes  an  Adver- 
ifement ,  wherein  he  requefts  the  Faculty ,  together 
vith  all  others  of  Candour  and  Veracity,  to 
ommunicate  what  they  knew  in  Relation  to  the 
iubjecSt. 

This  he  thought  the  mod  likely  Way*  of  col- 
f  (Sting  Intelligence,  and  after  much  Pains  taken, 
as  appears  evident  therein,)  he  draws  up  his  Ac- 
ount,  inferting  the  Narratives,  which  had  been 

B  2  fent 
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fent  him,  as  they  were  communicated,  and  leaving 
the  Reader  to  make  what  Inferences  he  thinks 
proper  upon  each.  This,  I  fay,  appears  clear 
from  the  Difcourfe  itfelf,  and,  I  think  I  may  af¬ 
firm,  that  no  Man  ever  ftated  Cafes  relating  to 
a  controverted  Subjed,  more  impartially  than  he 
has  done.  Yet,  notwithftanding  all  this  Precau¬ 
tion,  a  certain  Bigot  has  taken  Offence,  but  whe¬ 
ther  he  has  expofed  the  Dr.’s  Partiality,  or  his 
own,  will  bell  appear  by  the  following  Remarks. 

Reply .  The  Readers  muff  apply  themfelves  to 
the  Dodor’s  and  the  Bigot’s  Books,  if  they  have 
any  Curiofity  to  fatisfy ;  for  nothing  in  difpute 
between  them,  will  fairly  appear  in  thefe  Re¬ 
marks.  Not,  indeed,  can  they  have  any  other 
Effed,  than  fixing  upon  their  Author  a  Cha- 
rader,  which,  as  I  have  little  Inclination,  it  is 
well  I  have  as  little  Neceffity  to  delineate,  it  is 
done  in  a  mafter-like  Manner  by  himfelf. 

Remark.  The  Reader  will  obferve,  that  Dr. 
T as  well  in  his  Survey  of  the  antient  Phyficians 
Legacy ,  (whom  he  has  proved  a  meer  Charlatan ,) 
as  in  his  Difcourfe  of  Pfuickfilver,  is  addreffing 
himfelf  to  a  Fhyfician.  Should  I  faymyfelfl 
hope  there  is  no  Offence  ?  and  confequently  led 
naturally  into  the  Ufe  of  phyfical  Terms  upon  a 
phyfical  Subjed. 

Upon  which  the  Review  takes  him  up,  and 
fays,  That  thefe  learned  Lerms  are  ftrong  Symptoms 
of  the  Ahfence  of  Reafon  ;  when  to  fhew  his  Dif- 
like  of  them,  he  immediately  throws  out  a; 
Mouthful  of  Nonfenfey  which  he  would,  doubtlefs,:

have  his  Reader  take  as  Tokens  of  his  own 
Learning,  They  are ,  faith  he,  Prognofticks ,  or 
rather  Diagnofticks  of  a  Rahy ,  vid.  p.  4. 

5Tis  very  quedionable  whether  he  knows  the 
Meaning  of  either  of  thefe  Symptoms,  as  he  calls 
them  *,  and  as  to  his  Rahy ,  unlefs  he  means  the 
Serjeant ,  it  might  puzzle  a  Jewifh  Rabbin ,  for 
ought  I  know,  to  find  out. 

Reply.  The  Dodtor’s  Letter,  I  dare  fay,  never 
paid  Podage,  nor  was  intended  to  any  particular 
Perfon.  I  rather  believe  that  he  chole  to  put  his 
Book  into  the  Epidolar  Form,  as  the  mod  eafy 
and  lead  confined  Method  of  exprefling  his 
Thoughts:  However,  to  indulge  a  little  this 
Vanity  in  the  Remarker,  who  upon  this  Letter 
claims  the  Title  of  a  Phyfician ,  let  us  fuppofe 
him  to  have  really  had  this  Honour  *,  yet  as  the 
Dodtor  in  one  Place  calls  him  a  Country  Phyfician , 
in  another  Country  Practitioner ,  and  fo  me  where 
in  his  Book  mentions  Medicinal  Undertakers ,  ufing 
thefe  three  as  fynonimous  Terms,  I  have  hereby 
full  Liberty  to  chufe  any,  or  either  of  them,  as 
Occafions  of  mentioning  him  may  offer  :  Prac¬ 
titioner  is  what  I  think  will  bed  fute  him ;  it  is  a 
Word  of  great  Latitude,  and  will  not  be  mif- 
apply’d  to  any  one,  from  the  very  learned  Doc¬ 
tor  himfelf,  to  this  fhrewd  Remarker  ;  from  a 
Phyfician ,  to  every  lower  Degree,  even  down  to 
a  Trimmer  of  Hair,  a  Tooth-Drawer,  or  a 
Corn-Cutter  ;  and  from  this  Hint,  I  would  have 
all  fuch  change  their  prefent  Titles,  quit  the 
Operators,  and  call  themfelves  Practitioners . 

Having  thus  fettled  the  Gentleman’s  Title,  in 
fo  long  a  Word,  which  will  require  an  Abbrevia- 
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tion,  I  will  now  tell  my  Friend  Prac.  in  what¬ 
ever  Clafs  he  may  be  ranked.  That  Phyfical 
Terms,  upon  a  Phyfical  Subject,  were  they  in¬ 
tended  for  the  Perufal  of  Phyfical  Undertakers 
only,  would  not  have  been  objected  to:  But 
where  the  chief,  and  beft,  if  not  the  only  Inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Book,  was  to  inform,  and  put  upon 
their  Guard  the  unlearned  and  unwary  Patients, 
it  would  not  furely  have  been  Pains  thrown 
away,  to  have  made  a  Subjed  of  fuch  Impor¬ 
tance  ufeful,  by  making  it  intelligible.  The 
Review ,  therefore,  fhews  a  Diflike  to  this  pal¬ 
pable  Negled ;  but  no  where  fays,  That  thefe 
learned  Terms  alone  are  Symptoms  of  the  Ab- 
fence  of  Reafon  ;  he  fays  indeed.  That  fcurrilous 
Language,  that  is,  paffionate  and  foul  Expref- 
fions,  are  fuch  Symptoms. 

Roby,  an  Error  of  the  Prefs,  like  unto  his 
Lcquunt ,  gave  him  an  Interval  of  Mirth  ;  but 
if  he  who  talks  of  nothing  but  raving,  did  not 
really  find  out,  that  Rabies  ought  to  have  been 
inferted  inilead  of  Raby ,  he  is  furely  no  Serjeant, 
nor  yet  a  Rabbin,  but  a  meer  Chit,  and  Baby.— 
The  two  hard  Terms,  which  he  thinks  were  not 
underftood,  may  be  explained  in  an  Allufion  to 
the  prefent  Subjed  ;  when  a  Perfon’s  Difcourfe 
or  Writings  abound  in  abufive  Words,  fuch  as 
Blockhead,  and  Lyar,  the  Diagnoflick  is  very 
Ill  -  Breeding,  and  great  Wrath  ;  the  Prog- 
noflick  is,  that  this  Diforder  of  Temper,  if  it 
often  returns,  may  terminate  in  *******  Hie  de- 
funt  nonnulla  maxirae  defiderata. 

The  Reader  will  obferve  a  Refledion  upon 
Dr.  D-~~r  unneceffarily  and  forcibly  intruded, 
viz.  That  Dr.  T- — — ■ -r  has  proved  the  Antient 

Phyfician 
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Phyfician  to  be  a  mere  Charlatan .  He  might  as 
well  have  faid,  That  he  had  proved,  in  p.  103. 
of  the  Legacy  furVey d9  firft  Edition,  the  Pythago¬ 
rean  MetemfychofiSy  that  the  Spirit  of  Dr.  Fau- 
(ius  now  animates  the  Machine  known  by  the 

Name  of  D* - r  ;  and  that  he  is  (till  under  the 

Influence  of,  and  has  an  Intercourfe  with  the 
Devil 
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Re?nark.  Dr.  T — —  r  *,  in  his  Siphylis ,  tells  us. 
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That  in  looking  over  Monfieur  Belief  eys  Book , 
however  unphilofophical,  there  feemed  to  run 
through  a  great  Fart  thereof  an  honeft  In¬ 
tention  of  ferving  the  Publick  :  But  fo  foon 
as  he  found  him  making  a  Secret  of  what  was 
well  known  to  the  World,  valuing  a  common 
Remedy  at  an  extravagant  Rate,  and  that  con¬ 
trary  to  his  Promife  of  divulging  the  fame, 
I  was  forced  (faith  he)  to  alter  my  Opinion  of 
the  Man  and  his  Medicine e.g.  of  the  firft, 
as  falflfying  his  Promife  ;  of  the  laft,  not  Amply 
as  a  Remedy,  whether  good  or  bad,  but  as  he 
intended  it  for  a  Noftrum ,  of  which  the  Dr.

kind,  always  £hew8d  his  Diflike. 

In  this  lafi  Book  upon  Q 'uickfilver ,  no w  under

Contradiction  to  a  Promife  of  divulging  it.ss 
Upon  this,  faith  the  Review ,  May  it  not  he  faid

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the  Gentleman  eats  his  own  JVords  ?  Left  the  Rea- 
der  pafs  his  Sentence. 

Reply .  Here  the  Review  may  fafely  enough 
join  Iflue,  and  fay  with  him,  let  the  Reader  pafs 
his  Sentence;  for  the  Cafe,  when  fairly  ftated, 
will  thus  appear,  viz 

The  Dodtor  in  one  Place  fays.  That  as  Bellofte 
endeavoured  to  make  a  Secret  of  what  was  well 
known  to  the  World,  valuing  a  common  Re¬ 
medy  at  an  extravagant  Rate,  and  that  contrary 
to  his  Promife  of  divulging  the  fame;  he  was 
forced  to  alter  his  Opinion  of  the  Man,  and 
(obferve  it  well)  of  his  Medicine.  In  another 
Place,  fpeaking  of  Bellofte ,  the  Dodtor  fays  thus : 
With  whofe  Pill  I  never  found  fault,  for  I  know 
it  to  be  a  very  good  one.  And  in  another  Place 
he  fays,  That  he  never  found  fault  with  his  Me¬ 
dicine,  but  with  his  making  a  Secret  of  it,  at 
leaft,  fo  far  as  he  is  able ;  and  that  in  Contradic¬ 
tion  to  a  Promife  of  divulging  it.  Now,  furely 
finding  fault  with  the  Man’s  endeavouring  to 
make  a  Secret  of  what  is  well  known,  and  with 
his  Breach  of  Promife,  refledts  only  upon  the 
Man :  The  Medicine  is  declared  to  be  well  known ; 
and  therefore  no  fuch  Behaviour  of  the  Man  can 
impeach  the  Charadter  of  that,  or  oblige  a  rea- 
ion  able  Man  in  his  calm  Senfes  to  alter  his  Opi¬ 
nion  of  it,  which  in  one  Place  the  Doctor  fay? 
abfolutely  to  have  done  ;  and  in  another  fubfe-: 
quent,  that  he  never  found  fault  with  it,  know-i 
ing  it  to  be  a  very  good  one. 

Some  other  better  Diftindtion  than  this  Re: 
marker  has  taken  up  from  the  Dodtor,  mult  be 

found,  before  the  Charge  of  his  having  talker 
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varioufly  of  this  Medicine  in  different  Places  can 
be  dropp’d.  If  Prac .  really  thinks  he  has  made 
any  Defence  at  all,  though  I  know  not  what  he 
is,  or  how  dignified  and  diflinguifhed,  I  will 
tell  him  what  he  is  not,  He  is  no  Conjurer, 

Remark .  Again,  the  Dr.  in  p.  162.  tells  us,  that 
i  he  never  difputed  Rellofte's  Fadts  [altho5  he  has 
I  his  Philofbphy]  a  Conceflion,  faith  the  Review , 

:  as  great  as  we  want ,  and  I  will  be  anfwerable  the 
I  Dodtor  fhail  give  it  him* :  What  would  the  Man 
!  have  more  ?  But  Bellofte  has  accounted  for  the 
Operation  of  Mercury  in  fuch  manner  as  to  take 
away  Fears  of  its  being  hurtful,  whereas  the  Dr* 
accounts  for  it  in  fuch  wife  as  to  raife  Fears  that 
j  it  may  be  fo. 

As  to  this  I  will  only  offer  what  is  Truth,  that 
the  Dr/s  Account  is  eftablifhed  on  the  Principles 
of  Reafon ,  and  agreeable  to  the  animal  Oeconomy . 

.  The  Frenchman* s  on  fuch  as  are  chimerical ,  arifing 
:  from  his  own  Imagination . 

The  Dr.  has  accounted  for  the  Operation  of 
:  ffuickfilver  from  what  he  has  obferved  of  fuch  its 
Operation,  i.  e.  from  the  Effedts  he  has  found 
produced  thereby,  or  from  Fadts  which  he  hath 
!  juftly  dated;  fo  that  whatever  Mifchief  happens 
from  the  taking  this  Mineral  [ and  fame  he  hath 
|  made  appear  beyond  the  mo/l  /anguine  of  its  Advo¬ 
cate’s  Power  to  contradiffif]  no  Man  in  his  Senfes 
will  impute  furely  to  the  Dr/s  way  of  Account, 
but  to  the  Quickfilver  itfelf,  whofe  Modus  he  ac¬ 
counts  for.  Which  of  thefe  Accounts  is  the  mod 
rational  mud  be  fubmitted  to  proper  Arbiters, 
and  not  to  this  Gentleman,  who  knows  nothing

of  the  Argument,  and  who  is  angry  that  the  Bra 
would  not  break  through  the  Laws  of  Truth , 
Honour ,  and  Honefty ,  or  per  fas  nefafque 5  eflablifh 
a  Remedy  he  is  himfelf  fo  fond  of. 

Reply.  The  Thing  worthy  of  Notice  here,  is 
his  offering  an  afferted  Truth,  that  the  Dodior’s 
Account  of  the  Operation  of  Mercury  is  efta- 
blifhed  on  the  Principles  of  Reafon,  and  agree¬ 
able  to  the  animal  Oeconomy.  When  one  for- 
rowfully  refiedfs  how  little,  of  what  is  moft  ne- 
ceifary  to  be  known  in  this  animal  Oeconomy, 
is  come  to  their  Knowledge,  fuch  an  AfTertion, 
we  muff  fay,  is  infupportable ;  it  is  prefuming 
Pride  abfolutely  to  affert,  that  fuch  a  Modus  Ope - 
randi  is  agreeable  thereto,  that  is,  to  what  they 
are  ignorant  of ;  and  that  it  is  eftablifhed  on  the 
Principles  of  Reafon,  when  all  their  Reafonings 
are  upon  Conjedlures  :  From  whence  we  may  con¬ 
clude,  that  the  Dedtor’s  and  the  Frenchman  s  are 
alike  chimerical,  arifing  from  Imagination  only. 

Prac.  is  certainly  talking  to  himfelf,  when  he 
would  feem  to  convince  fonie  Antagonifl,  that 
the  good  or  bad  Effedfs  of  Mercury  are  to  be 
imputed  to  itfelf,  and  not  to  the  Accounts  given 
pf  its  Manner  of  Operating  ;  fuch  Accounts  will 
be  readily  allowed  him  to  be  Romances,  which, 
like  others,  arefome  ingenious  and  amufing,  fome 
heavy  and  ftupid,  according  to  their  different 
Authors. 

What  would  the  Man  have  more  ?  Would  he 
be  told,  that  he  is  blindly  pofitive,  and  that  he 
wants  Modeftv  ? 

Remark. 
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Remark*  Poor  Dr.  Wadfworth  is  dead!  and 
cannot  contradid  a  mod  ridiculous  Converfatioh. 
(as  here  reported)  between  himfelf  and  a  Mad- 
man.  A  Story,  to  my  Knowledge,  when  I  left 
London ,  above  thirty  Years  paft,  fathered  upon 
Dr.  Tyfon ,  and  ft  nee  him  upon  two  or  three  more ; 
a  Story,  which  in  all  likelihood,  never  had  any 
other  Rife  than  a  Sarcafm  merely  upon  Phyfick , 
by  reafon  of  the  Uncertainty  of  fome  of  its  Prin¬ 
ciples,  nor  would  any  one  furely,  unlefs  a  Bedla¬ 
mite ,  have  impofed  fo  ftale  a  Fidion  for  a  Truths 
or  modern  Tranfadion. 

Reply.  This  Story,  I  fuppofe,  the  Review 
gave,  juft  as  he  received  it,  thinking  it  very  ap¬ 
plicable  to  his  Subjed  ;  and  if  it  be  well  apply  eft 
whether  modern  or  ftale,  it  is  never  the  worfe  5 
nor  would  any  one  Perfon,  except  Prac .  ever 
have  fuppofed  it  to  have  been  introduced  other- 
wife  than  as  a  Sarcafm  upon  Phyfick,  by  reafon 
of  the  Uncertainty  of  fome,  rather  of  all  its 
Principles  :  Why  did  he  not,  upon  fo  favourable 
an  Occafton  offered,  fhew  his  great  Knowledge 
in  Anatomy ;  and  from  the  Strudure  of  the 
Parts,  and  the  opaque  Regions  within,  learnedly 
demonftrate,  that  an  Eye  fofituated,  and  fo  ufed, 
would  be  of  no  Service  ;  and  that  therefore  the 
Story  is  a  very  filly  wild  Conceit,  which  fhould 
raife  a  Laugh  no  where  out  of  Bedlam.  When 
I  faw  the  fir  ft  Objedion,  I  really  expeded  the 
fecond  •,  for  what  is  not  to  be  expeded  from  one 
fo  intimately  acquainted  with  the  animal  Oeco- 
nomy,  and  fo  clofe  a  Reafoner  ? 

C  2  Remark 
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Remark .  When  the  Dr.  *  had  examined  the 
Compofition  of  Bellofte's  Pill,  and  compared  it 
with  one  of  his  own  :  From  the  Succefs  which 
he  had  met  with  in  feveral  Patients,  he  not  only 
publifhes  fome  of  thofe  Cafes,  but  the  Compo¬ 
fition  alfo  of  the  Pill,  that  the  Town  may  be  no 
longer  impofed  on  by  Bellofte  s  Ajfigns ,  as  if  the 
fame  was  a  Secret  known  only  to  themfelves ; 
whereas  the  Dr.  allures  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Pro- 
feffion,  p.  158.  of  his  Difcourfe ,  that  if  in  the 
Compofion  he  has  there  entered,  they  have  not 
Bellofte* s  Individual,  yet  a  Pill,  that  in  all  Re- 
fpedts,  comes  up  to  it  in  its  Virtues. 

Upon  this,  faith  the  Review ,  Dr.  T— — ,  to 
lower  the  Value  of  Bellofle’j ,  publifheth  this  P ill  of 
his  own ,  which  he  fays  is  far  pref err  able. 

As  in  many  Parts  of  his  Review ,  he  gives  us 
to  underftand  he  wants  Senfe ,  fo  in  this,  he  is 
minded  to  inform  us,  that  when  Fruth  ftands  in 
his  TVay?  he  can  impofe  a  Faljhood  in  its  Place : 
But  now  comes  a  Paradox . 

Reply .  Here,  and  only  here,  it  is  juflly  ob- 
ferved,  that  the  Review  has  reprefented  the  Dr. 
faying  more  than  he  really  did  fay  in  the  Place 
referred  to  by  the  Remarker.  After  this  Ac¬ 
knowledgment,  the  Dr.  and  the  Publick  are  de¬ 
li  red  to  attend  to  what  is  offered  in  Mitigation  of 
this  Offence. 

The  DodtoPs  Book  was  a  long  one,  and  the 
Review  wrote  in  fuch  hafte,  that  he  was  appre- 
henfive  of  fome  fuch  Mifconftrudtions,  as  may  be 

feea 
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feen  by  his  Requeft  to  Dr.  D - r  towards  the 

End,  to  perufe  it  carefully,  and  to  correct  lu 
This  Error,  therefore,  by  tolerably  well-difpofed 
Readers,  may  be  thought  an  undefigned  one  i 
and  that  it  arofe  from  a  Notion  in  the  Review » 
that  the  Dr.  really  did,  and  might  reafonably 
enough  prefer  his  own  Pill  to  Mr.  Beliqfte's » 
however  he  may  have  exprefled  himfelf  upon  that 
Subjed.  And  accordingly,  upon  a  Reperufal  it 
is  found,  p.  161.  jirft  Edition ,  that  there  is  a 
Difference  in  the  Compofition  ;  and  that  in  vene¬ 
real  Cafes  he  does  prefer  his  own.  He  likewife, 
in  p:  170.  prefers  his  Pill  to  the  Mercurius  M- 
califatus ;  all  which,  together  with  the  Confide- 
ration  that  Bellojie* s  is  a  Compofition  from  a- 
broad,  the  original  Author  dead,  and  that  the 
Dr/s  is  of  the  fame  Nature,  who  is  living,  and 
at  hand  to  be  confulted  upon  any  Emergency, 
fixed  an  Opinion  in  the  Review ,  that  the  Dr/s 
was  really  preferrable ;  (for  though  he  objeded 
to  the  unfair  Methotf  of  fupporting  a  favourite 
Caufe,  he  would  not  from  thence  impeach  his 
Charader  as  a  Phyfician  ;  his  Advice  and  Medi¬ 
cine  may  be  very  good,  and  he  himfelf  at  the 
fame  Time  a  Wrangler,  or  very  bad  Arguer ;) 
and  under  fuch  Thoughts  and  Convidion,  he 
was  too  hafty  in  advancing  more  than  the  Dr. 
did  fay  of  it  in  any  one  Place  feparately. 

It  cannot  furely  be  thought  that  he  herein  at¬ 
tempted  to  paint  the  Dr.  as  a  Fool,  Madman, 
Lyar,  or  Pimp,  which  has  been  the  very  polite, 
candid,  and  good-natur’d  Treatment  he  has  met 
with  in  return  to  fo  fmall  a  Trip;  I  muft  infill 
upon  its  being  fmall  :  For,  as  the  Dr.  in  one 

Place 
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Place  fays  his  own  Pill,  in  all  Refpedts  equals 
Bello  ft  e  s  in  its  Virtues ;  and  elfe  where,  that  in 
venereal  Cafes  he  prefers  his  own  ;  what  is  fupe- 
rior  in  Cafes  of  the  greateft  Confequence,  and 
which  frequently  occur,  oftener  than  any  one, 
and  perhaps  all  others  put  together,  and  is  equal 
in  all  others,  will  undoubtedly  be  thought  pre¬ 
ferable,  even  far  preferrable. 

Remark,  Lho  he  (the  Dr.)  can  give  us  no  bette ? 
Reafon  for  his  thinking  better  now ,  than  formerly 
he  had  done  of  the  Quickfilver  Pill*,  viz .  his 
more  frequent  Tryals  and  Experience  thereof: 
Yet  he  might  have  given  another ,  which  fe erne d  to 
be  the  rnoft  prevailing ,  viz.  that  the  Slacks  may 
not  drive  him  out  of  the  Yrade  ;  that  is,  the  Di . 
having  acquainted  every  Practitioner  with  tne 
Compofition,  and  the  Succefs  at  fome  Times  at¬ 
tending,  ftating  alfo  the  particular  Cafes,  for 
their  better  Information,  where  the  fame  fell  out, 
the  Dr.  therefore  mu  ft  have  done  this  with  a 
View  to  have  the  Practice  to  himfelf 

I  would  query  upon  this  Remark ,  if  a  Corny 
miff  on  of  Lunacy  was  to  be  fued  out  againft  this 
Gentleman,  it  were  poffible  to  bring  him  oft 
Compos  *,  or  whether  he  ought  not  to  be  lent 
back,  [whence  he  fee?ns  to  have  made  an  Rxcur - 
1  fion\  to  the  People,  unto  whom  he  gives  us  leave 
to  liken  him.  Surely  his  Patron  muft  be  hard 
let,  that  none  but  a  Madman ,  or  fuch  as  are  ig¬ 
norant  intirely  of  the  Subject  they  write  about,, 
fhould  engage  on  his  Side,  who  have  nothing  but; 
Slander  to  bellow,  inftead  ol  Argument.

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Reply.  The  Dr.  is  fuppofed  to  be  in  Pofteffion 
of  a  great  Share  of  the  Trade  in  curing  venereal 
Complaints  by  Salivation,  which  Method  he  is 
unwilling  to  have  changed  ;  but  as  others,  by 
him  called  Quacks^  engroffed  to  themfelves  all 
fuch  Patients  who  would  try  other  caller  Me¬ 
thods  ;  and  as  the  Number  of  thefe  Patients  in- 
creafed,  to  prevent  the  Lofs  of  fo  conliderable 
Bufinefs,  and  the  vifible  Increafe  of  the  Quacks 
Employ,  he  publickly  declares,  that  rather  than 
lofe  a  good  Patient,  he  will  himfelf  go  into  the 
fame  Sort  of  Practice,  when  required ;  and  in  or¬ 
der  more  effectually  to  recal  rambling  Patients 
from  the  Quacks  to  himfelf,  and  other  regular 
Practitioners,  he  publilhes  the  Compolition  of  a 
Remedy  faid  to  be  as  good  as  theirsT 

Let  therefore  the  Conclufion  of  this  laft  Re¬ 
mark,  which  is  to  fhew  the  Paradox  be  drawn 
to  the  following  Effect,  (and  there  is  no  Autho¬ 
rity  to  draw  it  otherwife,)  we  fhall  find  it  fuch 
a  Paradox,  as  will  fhew  its  Author’s  Compre- 
henfion,  or  his  Sincerity,  viz.  The  Dr.  therefore 
mult  have  done  this  with  a  View  to  prevent  the 
Quacks  having  all  the  Practice  to  themfelves  ;  or, 
in  the  Review's  Words,  to  prevent  their  drivino- 
himoutoftheTrade.  There  is  undoubtedly  a  wide 
Difference  between  endeavouring  to  fecure  all  the 
Practice  folely  to  himfelf,  (as  Prach  Conclufion 
iofersj  and  attempting  to  let  himfelf  and  all 
others  loofe  upon  thofe  who  before  engrofs’d  its 
and  the  Means  proper  to  attain  thefe  Ends,  very 
different ;  the  Review  declares  the  laft  to  be  the 
Dr/s  Intention,  and  he  acted  very  confiftently 
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with  fuch  an  Int  ntion,  .in  difcovering  their  Se¬ 
crets  :  Where  now  is  this  Paradox  ? 

This  Lover  of  Arguments,  Hater  of  Slander, 
Defpifer  of  Ignorance,  Admirer  of  Learning, 
may,  poiTihly  by  unattentive  Readers,  be  mifta- 
ken  for  a  wonderful  cunning  Sophifter  only :  But 
let  thefe  confider,  would  fuch  a  Patron  as  his  ad¬ 
mit  fuch  a  fecond  into  his  Familiarities,  into  his. 
Gofer,  and  his  Secrets?  Would  a  Man  of  fo 
difeerning  a  Judgment  be  unwarily  drawn  into 
fo  publick  an  Approbation  of  any  doughty  Per¬ 
formances,  as  to  recommend  in  the  Advertife- 
ments  its  being  bound  up  with  his  fecond  Edition 
of  the  Legacy  furvey  d  ?  Let  them,  I  fay,  take 
all  this  into  mature  Confideration  before  they 
condemn  him  ,  and  through  his  Sides  wound  the 
Patron  *5  on  the  other  Hand,  let  them  not  think 
fo  well  of  him,  as  once  to  imagine  that  Dr.  D—r 
and  the  Reveiw  have  been  under  the  fame  Surveys 
for  that  is  impoffible.  — ~  The  Caution  in  his 
Query  is  fo  kind,  that  I  muft  return  it  in  the 
fame  manner,  by  letting  him  know,  that  Idiots 
are  fometimes  under  the  Care  of  Chancery,  as  well 
as  Lunaticks. 

Remark.  When  he  has  thus  raved  on  for  a  few 
more  Pages,  and  told  his  Patron  how  the  Dr.  has 
compared  him  to  a  Pyrate ,  and  an  Executioner , 
and  himfelf  to  the  Newgate  ConfeJ/or ,  only  with 
this  Difference ,  that  the  one  (the  ConfeJJbr)  gives  hiy 
Lambs  Advice  gratis,  (although  he  turns  the 
Penny  after  with  their  Confeffion,)  the  other  (the' 
Dr  J  is?  he  prefumes ,  in  a  Rank  to  expeB  Gold. 

Thus: 
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Thus  fcattering  his  Flowers  of  Rhetorick  in  a 
little  harmlefs  Satire,  that  has  neither  Point  nor 
Edge,  he  unwittingly  fpoils  all  by  flying  in  the 
Face  of  his  Mafter ,  as  you  will  fee  prefently. 

The  Dr.  *  giving  his  Reafons  why  Phyfl- 
cians  fhould  not  prefcribeMercury  in  this  Form^ 
yet.  allowing  of  their  Confent  at  fome  Times 
to  its.  being  taken  at  the  Patient’s  Defire  to 
experiment  the  fame,  provided  they  fee  no- 
“  thing  in  the  Complaint,  or  Temperaments 
that  fhould  countermand  it,  and  without  fuch 
<c  Advice  he  would  have  no  one  meddle  with 
<4  it.”  Upon  this  the  Review  makes  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Paraphrafe,  in  the  Way  of  Interrogatory,, 
Pray  what  is  the  Meaning  of  this  Advice ,  to  eonfult 
the  Phyfician  more  than  to  pay  his  Fees?  And  of 
his  Confent  to  their  taking  of  crude  Mercury  with - 
out  ordering  it ,  but  that  he  will  not ,  or  cannot  hin°> 
der  them  from  curing  themfelves?  Review,  p.  14* 
May  we  not  afk  him  how  he  came  to  over¬ 
look  his  Mafter  s  Conclufion  to  the  fame  Pur- 
pofe  ?  or  in  the  Words  following  : 

After  all  that  has  been  faid  concerning  this  moft 
noble  and  excellent  Remedy  ^  yet  I  cannot  recommend 
fo  univerfal ,  and  general  a  Ufe  of  it ,  which  often 
brings  it  to  Fife r edit :  And  though  it  does  many , 
yet  it  will  not  do  all  Faings,  IVould  it  not  be  thought 
I  fpeak  with  a  View  to  my  own  Intereft ,  which  is 
rather  defigned  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Publick ,  I 
\ fhould,  direct  that  the  Patient  always  advifeth  with 
fome  Perfon ,  who  rightly  underftands  the  Nature  of 
Mercury ,  before  he  enters  upon  the  Ufe  of  it  f  ?

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Whether,  or  no,*tis  the  Gentleman’s  Speech,  or 
his  View,  which  is  intended  for  the  publick  Be¬ 
nefit,  is  not  fo  eafy  to  comprehend ;  but  very 
plain  the  Review  did  not  believe  fuch  a  Caution 
as  this  was  to  be  found  in  the  Ancient  Phyfician  s 
Legacy ,  who  had  averr’d  a  little  before  in  the 
fame  Treatife,  that  Quickfifoer  never  did  any 
Harm  to  the  Patient ;  but  having  better  confider* 
ed  of  it,  and  hearing  poflibly  that  it  has  at  fome 
Times,  he  now  dire&s  that  the  Patient  always 
advifeth  with  fome  Perfon  that  underflands  the 
Nature  of  Mercury,  meaning,  doubtlefs,  him- 
felf,  though  he  of  all  Men  ought  t©  be  the  laft 
confulted,  who  knows  fo  little  of  its  Nature,  as 
to  aver  juft  before,  that  it  could  never  hurt  any 
one-,  and  if  fo,  why  (as  the  Review  obferves) 
ihould  the  Patient  fee  the  Phyfician,  who  cannot 
hinder  him  from  curing  himfelf. 

Reply.  The  Flowers  of  Rhetorick  in  all  their 
Gaiety,  may  be  infipid  as  Tulips:  This,  it  muft 
be  owned,  cannot  be  faid  of  fome  of  Prac.’s , 
which  have  an  excellent  poinant  Fragrancy,  as 
may  be  feen  by  a  Sample  of  them,  and  fome- 
what  copied  faintly  after  him  in  the  Key. 

But  I  do  not  conceive  that  the  Review  has 
flown  in  the  Face  of  his  Mafter :  The  Banter  that 
is  attempted,  upon  a  Phyfician’s  expecting  to  be 
confulted  about  taking  crude  Mercury,  when  he 
before  declares  he  will  not  order  it,  may  take 
place  without  refledting  upon  Dr.  D— *r9s  Ad¬ 
vice  :  He  would  have  Patients  prudently  confuk 
with  a  Phyfician  who  is  acquainted  with  its  Pro¬ 
perties  and  Efficacy,  and  who  will,  if  the  Cafe 

requires, 
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Requires,  order  it :  This  is  aiding  fenfibly,  and 
confidently  with  the  Charadter  'of  a  Phyfician  ; 
tlie  other  Method  is  trifling  with  Patients,  and 
fmells  ftrongly  of  Self-Intereft.  Suppofe,  for 
Inftance,  a  Dr.  to  give  his  Confent  (as  it  is  cal¬ 
led)  in  this  Manner  ;  £c  Sir,  I  find  you  have  a 
ftrong  Inclination  to  make  an  Experiment  upon 
66  yourfelf  of  this  powerful  Drug  :  I  cannot  fay, 
that  any  immediate  Danger  threatens  you ;  but, 
however,  I  will  not  venture  my  Reputation  upon 
the  good  or  bad  Succefs  of  fqch  aTryal  would 
not  the  Patient,  if  he  had  any  regard  for  his 
Dr/s  Judgment,  and  his  own  Safety,  think  his 
Life  of  equal  Value  to  him,  at  lead,  with  the 
Dr/s  Reputation  ?  And  confequently  rejedl  the 
Experiment,  pay  his  Fee,  and  fo  part.  If,  on 
the  contrary,  he  has  Refolution,  with  a  greater 
Faith  in  Mercury  than  his  Dr/s  Judgment,  and 
makes  a  fuccefsful  TryaL,  what  Title  does  this 
Phyfician’ s  Advice  give  him  to  this  happy  Iffue  ? 
May  it  not  be  faid,  the  Patient  cured  himfelf, \ 
though  he  paid  a  Fee  ? 

Remark.  “  Mr.  Bradley* ,  in  his  Remarks,  p  2 8* 
cc  acquainting  his  Reader  that  an  ancient  Man,  a 
£c  Relation  of  his,  took  an  Ounce  of  Quick- 
66  filver  for  nine  Months  daily,  without  either 
“  Good  or  Harm;  at  the  End  of  which,  care- 
P  fully  obferving  his  Stools,  he  had  colledled  his 
€C  whole  Quantity  of  fixteen  Pounds  within  an 
£C  Ounce  and  half/’  Upon  which  Hidory,  Dr. 
T—r  comments  as  follows :  j  f&w  old  Gentle - 

*  Remark  7. 
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man  (for  he  was  upwards  of  fixty)  muft  have 
been  ftronger  in  his  Sphinffier  than  many  much 
younger  People  I  have  met  withal ,  fame  of  which 
acquaint  me ,  that  it  will  flip  from  them  in  Jpight  op 
their  Peeth.  This  the  Author  of  the  Review  will 
have  to  imply  the  Dr.’s  implicit  Faith  in  the 
Story,  becaufe  it  makes  for  his  Purpofe,  though 
he  is  diffident  about  the  wonderful  Cures  fet  forth 
as  performed  by  the  Ancient  Phyfician  :  For  the 
fame  Caufe  it  is,  (faith  he,)  that  he  calls  the  Au¬ 
thor  of  the  Preatife  on  Mercury  a  well-meaning 
Man ,  who  goes  about  to  alarm  People’s  Fear§, 
and  perfuade  them  there  may  be  Danger  in  the 
taking  of  this  Remedy,  which  has  been  verify  d. 
What  an  unpardonable  Crime  is  this,  that  Dra 
fT*— — r  ffiould  offer  to  commend  any  Gentleman 
for  honeftly  cautioning  ignorant  People  how  they 
meddle  with  an  hazardous  Medicine,  or  without 
proper  Advice  ? 

Reply.  Either  the  Dr.  did  believe  this  Story, 
and  would  have  his  Readers  believe  it,  or  he  did 
not :  If  he  did,  it  was  properly  enough  introdu¬ 
ced,  as  an  Inltance  that  Quickfilver  can  do  no 
good.  If  not,  let  Prac.  exert  his  excellent  Ta¬ 
lents,  and  ffiew  for  what  Purpofe  it  could  be  in¬ 
ferred,  and  fpread  farther  than  ever  Mr.  B - jy-s 

Book  will  carry  it ;  for  fo  wife  a  Man,  as  the  Dr. 
is,  can  never  be  fuppofed  deliberately  to  write 
without  any  Meaning  at  all. 

Remark .  Dr.  P — — r  ?,  in  his  Notes  upon  the 
Antidote ,  recites  a  Propofition  which  makes  the 

chief 
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chief  Parc  of  the  Author’s  Title  Page,  and  in 
which  the  faid  Author  undertakes  to  prove,  that 
the  Banger  afjerted  hy  his  Adverfary ,  (the  Author 
of  the  Ufe  and  Abufe  of  Mercury,)  is  not  fup¬ 
ported  by  Faffs,  nor  by  Reafon .  Now,  allowing  that 
the  Dr.  may  have  brought  forne  Fads  which  are 
thus  fupported,  this  cunning  Sophifter  (and  indeed 
the  only  Cunning  he  has  ihew’d  in  his  Perfor¬ 
mance)  crys  out.  He  will  allow  of  none  of  thefe  : 
They  mufi  be  Faffs  brought  from  the  Treatife  of 
Mercury,  otherwife  Mercury  fhall  be  fafe  and 
harmlefs,  tho’  twenty  Fads  obferved  by  others, 
were  produced  to  prove  the  Danger  undergone 
thereby  :  Fhefe ,  faith  he,  are  all  foreign ,  merely 
prevaricating,  and  criticifing  on  a  Man  s  Stile, 
without  knowing  the  full  Meaning  of  his  Expreffion . 
What  a  profound  Logician  is  this  ?  How  learned¬ 
ly  has  he  confuted  the  Dr.  and  brought  off  the 
Champion  ?  Does  any  Thing  now  remain,  un- 
Jefs  a  fecond  Antidote,  to  prove  chat  the  Danger 
which  that  Gentleman  has  afferted,  to  enfue  the 
taking  of  crude  Mercury,  is  neither  fupported  by 
Fads,  nor  by  Reafon:  When  he  has  done  this, 
it  will  be  time  to  confider  him  farther.  I  would 
only  enjoin  him  to  quit  "whatever  is  perfonal,  and 
keep  clofe  to  his  Argument,  leaving  out  all  Ha¬ 
rangues  about  the  Rebellion  of  the  Stomach  and 
Bowels,  with  the  intejline  Jars  of  the  great  Com - 
plexures  of  the  Nerves,  and  the  reft  of  that  ro - 
jnantick  Chicane  *,  intended  rather  to  amufe  than 
to  inform  ;  for  if  this  is  to  be  the  Method  of 

difputing,

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difputing,  he  may  go  on  till  he  has  loft  himfelf 
in  his  own  allegorical  Elocution. 

Reply .  Th t  Antidote,  (who  claims  not  the  Gift 
of  Foreknowledge,,)  fays,  That  an  Aftertion  of 
his  Adverfiry  was  not  fupported  by  Fads,  (then 
produced,)  nor  by  Reafon :  Whereupon,  fays 
Prac.  allowing  that  the  Dr.  may  have  brought 
fome  Fads,  which  are  thus  fupported :  Now., 
making  him  this  requir’d  Allowance,  how  will 
fuch  Fads  not  then  known  aided  that  Author? 
Rut  it  will  fhew  that  the  Dr.  has,  according  to 
this  happy  Expreftion,  brought  fome  Fads, 
which  are  fupported  by  Fads. 

This  little  Criticifm  is  to  fhew,  that  this  pro¬ 
found  Logician  is  here,  at  leaft,  fomewhat  con- 
fufed,  making  no  Diftindion  between  what  wa$ 
to  be  fupported,  and  the  Supporters. 

Remark.  If  the  Dr.  has  not  fupported  his 
Charge  againfi  Quickfilver  by  Faffs  and  Reafon , 
let  this  prime  Zani  to  the  ancient  Phyfician  con¬ 
fute  him  by  both  thefe  ;  not  by  low  Wit,  Slan¬ 
der  ,  or  perfonal  Refledion  :  For  he  that  takes 
this  Method,  however  he  may  be  a  Country 
Squire ,  nay,  were  he  a  Knight  of  the  Shire ,  with 
more  Learning  than  the  Parfon,  the  Author  of 
the  Encomium,  fhews  plainly  that  he  is  not  a 
well-bred  Scholar,  much  lefs  a  well-bred  Gentle¬ 
man  :  But  it  has  been  frequently  obferved,  when 
a  Man’s  Zeal  has  carried  him  beyond  his  Know¬ 
ledge,  or  out  of  his  proper  Sphere,  he  flies  to  i 
perfonal  Detradion,  being  deftitute  of  found  Ar-  ■ 
gument.  It  is  a  ftated  Maxim  in  Controverfy, , 
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among  fair  Difputants,  Ut  non  qui  loquunt,  fed 
loquuntur^  utrinque  funt  obfervanda.  Bat  I 
will  now  haften  to  the  pretended  Proofs  of  the 
Dr.’s  Partiality.

Reply .  Upon  reading  this  Remark ,  one  would 
imagine  it  came  from  a  moil  polite  inoffeniive 
Creature,  who  never  uttered  a  harfh  Exprelfion, 
and  who  had  been  greatly  provoked  by  fome 
courfe  rude  Language.  This  fmart  Paragraph 5 
however,  may  be  turned  upon  him  almoft  in  his 
own  Words,  thus :  If  the  Review  has  not  fup- 
ported  his  Charge  againft  the  Dr.  of  a  Byafs  to 
one  Side  of  the  Queftion,  by  Reafon,  let  his  Br.

bra/s fhews  plainly  that  he  is  not  a  well-bred 
Scholar,  much  lefs  a  Gentleman.  But  it  has  been 
frequently  obferved,  that  when  a  Man  has  much 
Zeal,  he  has  but  little  Knowledge ;  that  the  for- 
mer  will  fupply  him  plentifully  with  railing 
Terms  ;  and  the  latter,  being  deficient,  will  leave 
him  deflitute  of  all  Arguments. 

Remark.  The  firft  Inftance  of  which  is,  his 
refufing  to  go  from  Batfon’j,  (though,  by  the 
way,  he  never  goes  fo  far  of  an  Evening,  if  he 

can 


can  avoid  it,)  to  receive  a  Quickfilver  Relation 
from  a  Stranger ,  at  the  Caftle-Tavern  in  Fleet- 
Street  ;  hut  rather  defiring ,  if  the  Gentleman  could 
not  come  to  him ,  that  he  would  fend  him  his  Ac¬ 
count  by  Way  of  Letter:  For  though  he  was  al¬ 
ways  well  pleafed  to  receive  Intelligence,  whe¬ 
ther  for  or  againft  Quickfilver,  yet  he  never  in¬ 
tended  to  take  upon  him  the  Office  of  a  Lackey, 
to  run  at  all  Times,  and  to  all  Places,  where  he 
might  have  a  Porter,  or  other  MefTenger,  to 
come  and  acquaint  him  that  he  was  wanted  ; 
however,  the  Dr.  acknowledges  the  Good-Nature 
of  the  Gentleman  in  coming  to  him  the  next 
Day,  where  he  enters  his  Cafe  faithfully  as  he 
delivers  it  himfelf,  and  highly  commends  him 
for  the  Freedom  he  gave  him  to  ufe  his  Name, 
A  Favour ,  he  fays,  fo  rarely  allowed  by  the  Gentle¬ 
man  s  Inferiors .  Memoirs,  p.  206. 

I  defire  to  know  what  Phylician,  of  any  Cha¬ 
racter  or  Reputation,  would,  or  could  have  gone 
farther  than  this,  without  demeaning  himfelf,  cr 
forfeiting  fuch  Character. 

This  Refufal,  however,  of  the  Dr.’s  to  go 
away  with  the  Porter  to  the  Tavern,  might  pof- 
hbly  have  been  thought  a  more  venial  Crime, 
had  he  riot  mifchievoufly  fpoifd  a  good  Story, 
by  telling  his  Reader  immediately  after,  Fhat 
when  he  had  communicated  this  Cafe  of  the  Efquire  s 
to  another  Gentleman ,  under  fomewhat  of  a  like 
Complaint ,  the  fame  Remedy  was  purfued  for  a 
-Month,  but  found  ineffectual)  and  therefore  damn¬ 
ed  as  an  infignificant  Medicine .  Idem.  Ibid. 

Neither  is  this  the  woril  j  for  prefently  after 
the  Dr.  lijlens  to  a  poor  Woman  that  was  fent  to  him 
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from  Weftminfter,  with  a  Complaint  of  a  Flux  of 
Blood  which  had  enfued  the  taking  of  this  Remedy ; 
for  whom  he  orders  Phyfick ,  gives  her  Money ,  and 
enjoins  her  to  let  him  hear  from  her  again. 

Fhe  Complaint  increafing,  a  fecond  Mejfenger  is 
fent  him ,  and  he  writes  for  her  a  fecond  Fime ,  ac¬ 
quainting  the  Perfon  who  was  fent ,  that  if  floe  was 
not  better ,  or  happened  to  grow  worfe ,  they  muft 
let  him  knowy  and  he  would  come  himfelf  to  fee  her  % 
otherwife  he  gives  in  Charge  that  Jhe  muft  co?ne  her- 
felf  in  a  Fortnights  Fime,  to  let  him  know  the  Iffue 
of  the  Cafe. 

Is  not  this,  faith  the  Review ,  an  Evidence 
fufficient  of  the  Dr/s  Partiality  ?  that  he  fcrupled 
not  to  go  two  or  three  Miles  from  Home  upon 
one  Occafion,  (viz.  to  fave  a  poor  Woman  s  Life  J 
but  would  not  go  one  upon  another,  that  is,  to 
drink  a  Bottle  with  the  3 Squire,  and  hear  the  State 
of  a  Fjuickfilver  Cure , 

Reply.  Thefe  preceding  Paragraphs  gi^e,  in  a 
confufed  Mariner,  Pracd s,  and  no  one’s  elfe,  Senfe 
of  the  Dr/s  Behaviour  in  the  recited  Inftances  : 
The  Review  brings  them  to  fupport  his  Charge 
of  Partiality  ;  the  one  to  ffiew,  at  leaft,  an  In¬ 
difference  ;  the  other  an  eager  Curiofity  and  At¬ 
tention  ;  which  I  am  fure  will  appear  more  clearly 
there,  than  in  thefe  Remarks  \  and  the  lafh  of 
thefe  Paragraphs,  with  this  little,  tho5  juft,  Va¬ 
riation,  will  contain  the  true  State  of  the  Cafe, 
viz.  Is  not  this,  fays  the  Review ,  an  Evidence 
fufficient  of  the  Dr.  2s  Partiality  ?  That  he 
fcrupled  not  to  go  two  or  three  Miles  from  Home 
upon  one  Occafion,  (to  fatisfy  his  Curiofity,  and

If  the  Dr.  as  this  fagacious  Man  ima¬ 
gines,  thought  to  come  off  by  faying.  He  had 
engaged  himfelf  in  the  Enquiry,  and  wanted  to 
know  the  Iflue  of  it  for  his  own  Satisfaction,  he 
was  very  unlucky  in  fuch  a  Thought  *,  for,  ai  the 
Review  fays,  it  was  this  unguarded  Declaration 
which  brought  him  on  ;  and  that  without  it  his 
Care  of  the  Woman  muft,  with  all  due  Honour, 
have  been  imputed  to  Good-Nature  and  Charity. 


Remark.  Furthermore,  to  Jhew  his  Partiality ,  he 
goes  about  to  perfuade  her ,  after  floe  was  recovered ,  to 
try  the  Ehfickfilver  again ,  affuring  her  of  his  Af- 
fiftance ,  if  any  Thing  of  the  like  Mif chance  floould 
happen  \  fo  follicitous  was  he  about  a  Cafe  that  feem- 
gd  to  make  again  ft  this  Remedy  :  But  it  feems  the 
poor  Woman ,  (who  for  the  fake  of  the  Burlefque 
upon  Religion ,  and  to  banter  the  Dr*  muff  be 
made  an  old  one,)  makes  a  Scruple ,  and  tells  him, 
it  would  be  tempting  God  Almighty  to  take  away  her 
Life 5  by  thus  wilfully  trying  a  feconft  Time  an  Ex¬ 
periment  which  had  fo  lately  endangered  it ;  and  the 
Dr,  acquiefces  with  the  old  Woman  s  Sentiments , 
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feeming  pleafed  that  he  prefsd  her  no  farther ,  for 
fear  Almighty  God  ( fays  the  Author  of  the  Review,) 
fhould  be  tempted  to  take  away  the  old  Woman  s 
Life .  Here  ( continues  he )  the  Dr.  and  the  old 
Woman  are  agreed  again  *. 

This  Sneer  at  the  facred  Name,  is  fuch  a  Lufus 
cum  Sacris ,  as  mud  certainly  give  the  Reader  to 
underftand  whether  or  no  the  Dr.  was  partial  in  the 
Cafe,  the  Author  of  the  Review  would  be  thought 
witty  in  being  thus  prophane.

That  the  Sneer  at  the  facred  Name,  (of  Do&or,) 
is  fuch  a  Lufus  cum  Sacris ,  as  Ihews  the  Review 
would  be  thought  witty  in  being  prophane :  The 
Dignity  and  San&ity  of  a  Dr.’s  Chara&er  is  not 
in  this  Place  only  hinted  at  ;  we  fee  a  little  be- 
fore  they  muft  not  demean  themfelves.

Such  prepofterous  and  irregular 
Purgations  are  not  unheard  of  Things,  efpecially, 
I  believe,  at  that  critical  Time.— — -However 
that  may  be,  it  remains  now  only  to  offer  fome 
Satisfaction  from  the  Review  to  the  good  Wo¬ 
man  for  having  called  her  Old  and  that  is,  what 
I  believe  he  will  comply  with,  a  Promife  never 
to  debafe  the  Character  of  an  Old  Woman  in  Pet - 
moats ,  by  bringing  it,  upon  any  Temptation 

whatever, 
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whatever,  into  Competition  with  that  of  an  Old

Remark .  44  Thefe  two  laft  Cafes,  the  Dr.  *

44  they  were  communicated  to  him,  whether 
44  frhey  made  for  or  againft  it,  unlefs  the  firft, 
44  which,  to  do  Honour  to  the  Caufe,  he  has  fet 
46  in  the  Front,  for  that  the  fame  (as  he  takes 
44  notice)  is  drawn  up  with  the  greateft  Exad> 
44  nefs/5  In  this,  as  alfo  in  the  laft,  the  Re¬ 
view  allows  the  Dr.  has  been  impartial:  But 
why  ?  Becaufe ,  faith  he ,  there  was  no  avoiding  his 
being  fo .  The  firft  he  receives  from  one  of  his  own 
Rrofejfion ,  and  therefore  could  not  help  receiving 
it. 

To  convince  the  Reader  how  he  was  forced, 
the  Gentleman  f  (Dr.  Pack  of  Canterbury )  fends 
him  word  he  had  a  Cafe  to  communicate,  (whe¬ 
ther  to  the  Credit  or  Difcredit  of  Mercury ,  not  a 
Word  is  mention  d ft  but  it  would  not  be  ready 
till  the  End  of  March ,  or  the  Beginning  of 
April.

vided  Globules  of  the  Q 'uickfilver ,  and  fo  black  and 
gotten ,  that  they  would  not  bear  the  leaf;  Stretch , 
without  breaking  afunder .

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? Therefore  the  Mercury  that  Gentleman  had  taken , 
mujl  he  the  undoubted  Caufe  of  his  Death . 

Whether  the  one  of  thefe,  I  fay,  proves 
not  as  much  as  the  other,  or  if  either,  thus  fing- 
ly  coniidered,  be  conclufive  ?  Yet  it  is,  you  fee, 
upon  this  empty  Way  ofReafoning,  the  profound 
Author  of  th t Review  takes  the  Freedom  to  aftert, 
Dhat  the  Guts  not  being  glazed ,  as  had  been  at  ran¬ 
dom  reported \  has  cleared  away  all  falfe  Surmifes 
of  ffuickftlver  having  killed  him . 

Reply.  The  Review  only  juft  mentions  the 
Cafe  of  Mr.  Booth ,  not  thinking  it,  I  fuppofe, 
neoefiary  to  be  more  particular  upon  a  Subjedf  fo 
much  talked  of.  The  Town  was  made  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  Mercury  had  killed  him,  upon  this 
only  reported  Circumftance,  that  it  had  glazed 
the  Infide  of  his  Inteftines  like  the  Back  of  a 
Looking-Glafs.  Mr.  Small  refutes  this  Story, 
and  in  his  Account  of  the  Diffedlion,  fubftitutes 
no  other  Appearance  in  its  Stead,  from  whence 
the  Death  of  the  Patient  could  be  reafonably  im¬ 
puted  to  the  Mercury.  Might  not  therefore  the 
Review  fay,  That  Mr.  Small*' s  Account  had 
cleared  away  all  falfe  Surmifes  of  Quickfilver 
having  killed  Mr.  Booth  ?  And  fhould  not  thefe 
iimple  Syllogifins  be  rather  called  filly  ones ,  making 
a  partial  Reprefentation  of  the  Cafe? 

He  has  triumphed,  I  dare  fay,  not  a  little  for 
this  imagined  Vidtory  ;  but  were  it  a  real  one, 
where  is  the  mighty  Glory  to  boaft  ?  Surely

When  I  read  this  Remark  of  this  dirty  Scribler9 
though  I  knew  well  how  to  reconcile  the  feeming 
Difficulty,  yet  being  lately  in  Town,  I  called 
upon  the  Dr.  and  can  from  him  let  this  Gentle¬ 
man  know,  that  when  he  was  called  in  upon  Dr.

Devon/hire - 
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Devonjhire-Square ,  who  *  tells  me,  that  he  was 

never  more  than  twice  concerned  with  Dr.  B - - n 

in  feveral  Years,  nor  had  feen  him,  unlefs  en  paf- 
fant  in  his  Chariot,  during  the  Interval,  the  firft 
Time  at  a  Nobleman’s  near  St.  James  s  *,  the  lafh 
with  this  Lady  in  Covent-Gar  den ,  but  who  died 
at  her  Lodgings  in  Kenfington . 

I  have  been  the  more  particular  in  my  Enquiry 
after  this  Affair,  that  I  might  apprize  the  Rea¬ 
der  of  the  Ignorance  and  Dijingenuity  of  this 
Writer,  and  to  clear  the  Dr.  of  this  fcandalous 
Imputation  of  Untruth  and  Infincerity,  which  I 
know  he  abhors  as  much  as  any  Man. 

The  Review  confefles  himfelf  a  Stranger  to 
phyfical  Arguings  •,  that  he  has  no  Knowledge  in 
the  Controverfy  *,  and  there  is  fcarce  a  Page  in 
his  Book,  but  difcovers  him  a  Stranger  to  Truth , 
fome  of  them  to  common  Senfe.

What  can  we  fay,  unlefs,  as  before,  that  the 
Man  is  mad,  and  fo  mull:  be  his  Patron ,  to 
whom  this  Ribaldry  is  addrefs3d  ;  and  Stis  he  muff 
be  anfwerable,  rather  than  the  Author,  who, 
weak,  as  he  appears  in  Underftanding ,  was  con- 
fcious  his  Performance  was  not  fit  to  be  fee n  in 
publick  •,  and  therefore  defires  him,  after  he  had 
looked  it  over,  that  it  might  be  burnt :  How¬ 
ever,  the  Defign  being  to  throw  Dirt  in  abun¬ 
dance,  in  hopes  Tome  of  it  might  flick,  the  an-

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cient  Phyfician  has  fuffer’d  it  to  pafs,  fcandalous 
and  contemptible  as  it  is* 

Reply.  Here  are  fome  mighty  Puffs  of  high 
Words,  and  Refentment  lengthened  out  into  fe- 
veral  Paragraphs,  purely  to  hide,  among  the  Di- 
verfity  of  them,  the  meaneff,  weakeft  Defence 
that  was  ever  offered  to  the  Publick. 

The  Charge,  and  the  Ground  it  is  built  on, 
with  the  Defence  put  together,  in  as  few  Words 
as  poffible,  will  bell  expofe  it.  The  Dr.  fays, 
in  a  Letter  dated  the  24th  of  June,  That  at 
the  Time  of  penning  his  Remarks ,  (wiiicl:  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  the  Beginning  of  April,)  he  was  cal¬ 
led  to  a  Patient,  who  by  taking  crude  Mercury 
was  falivated  ;  and  after  having  concluded  his 
Relation,  he  fays  thus :  “  How  this  may  termi- 

nate,  as  it  is,  I  cannot  fay,  being  ffill  daily 
66  improving.’*  The  Review  places  the  Dr.  in 
the  fame  Situation,  only  with  other  People  who 
write  Letters,  or  who  are  in  perfonal  Converfa- 
tion  ,  in  Confequence  whereof,  the  Story  itfelf 
will  be  underftood  as  a  Relation  of  fome  thing 
wFich  happened  at  a  Time  previous  to  that 
wherein  he  is  telling  it,  viz.  about  the  Beginning 
of  April .  And  that,  when  he  fays  it  is  (till  im¬ 
proving,  the  Time  prefent  muff  be  unavoidably 
imply’d,  viz.  (the  Date  of  the  Letter,  or  when 
he  is  talking,  24  June.)  For  was  muff  eter¬ 
nally  refer  to  Time  pafi ,  and  is  points  only  to 
the  Tim t  prefent.

leaving  out  what  follows  in  the  fame  Sentence^ 
viz.  “  As  it  is,  it  being  ftill  daily  improving.” 
The  plain  Reafon  for  leaving  out  thefe  material 
Words,  is,  becaufe  they  cannot  be  fuppofed  to  be 
fa  id  truely  and  fincerely.  For  this  once,  there¬ 
fore,  I  will  apply  two  of  Pracd s  remarkable  Ex- 
prefiions,  in  affirming,  That  this  Defence  is  both 
contemptible  and  fcandalous :  Contemptible  for 
being  egregioufly  evalive  ;  and  fcandalous,  as  it 
refledls  Scandal  on  his  Patron,  in  imagining, 
that  he  would  approve  of  the  Strength  of  the 
Defence  being  built  on  his  fuppofed  Ignorance  of 

i  the  Cafe,  when  he  himfelf  fays,  It  was  daily  im¬ 
proving  :  And  fuch  an  Affertion  cannot  be  made 
with  any  tollerable  Degree  of  Certainty,  without 
idaily  Information. 

ii  Let  him  now  vapour  upon  thus  ihewing  the 
Depth  of  his  Judgment  *,  let  him  think  every  one 
elfe  impar  congreffui ,  and  apply  to  himfelf  that 
vain -glorious  Motto,  ( Nec  plurihus  impar:) 
However,  with  Submiffion  I  fay  it,  He  would 
have  done  the  Dr.  a  more  effectual,  and,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  a  more  acceptable  Service,  if  he  had  wa¬ 
ved 
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ved  mean  Shufflings,  and  had  plainly  Taid,  That 
the  Dr.  at  the  Time  of  Writing,  had  no  thought 
of  his  Date  *,  and  upon  that  Suppofition,  his 
Meaning  fhould  have  been  underflood  thus:  That 
the  Salivation  was  daily  improving ,  when  he  lafl 
Caw  the  Patient  ;  which  is  what  this  Defender, 
^with  all  his  mighty  Craft,  would  hint  at. 
this  is  really  the  Cafe,  the  Dr.  was  very  unhappy 
in  expreffing  his  IVleaning  \  when  all  Room  for 
Objections  might  have  been  lo  eafily  taken  away, 
by  following  a  Method,  which  I  fhould  think 
would  naturally  occur,  viz ,  by  thefe  Words,  or 
others,  to  thisEffed:  “  When  I  left  the  Patient, 
<c  which  was  after  the  fifth  or  fixth  Vifit,  the 
cc  Salivation  was  daily  improving,  and^I  could 
“  not  then  fay  how  it  might  terminate.”  There 
is,  undoubtedly,  a  great  Difference  between  this, 
and  what  he  has  ufed  ;  and  thereupon  it  is  left;! 
to  the  Candour  of  Readers,  whether  there  yet  re¬ 
mains  any  Room  for  Sufpicion,  that  he  meant  toi 
aggravate  the  Relation.  I  think,  at  leaft,  that  II 
have  made  the  Dr.  appear  more  innocent  than: 
his  Second  has  done  ;  and  he  is  very  welcome  to: 
any  Service  I  may  herein  do  him. 

Remark.  The  Cafes,  he  fays,  reported  of  un¬ 
known  Dodors,  and  unknown  Patients,  are  not 
to  be  regarded  but  the  Gentleman  expeds  to  be 
credited,  when  he  tells  us,  in  order  to  invalidate 
the  Dr.’s  Relation  of  an  Eryfipelas  twice  return¬ 
ing  after  the  taking  Quickfilver  a  fecond  Time,: 
That  an  intimate  Acquaintance  of  his  having  an 
Eryfipelas ,  though  he  might  as  well  have  iaiff: 
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(as  to  any  juft  Idea  he  has  of  the  Difeafef  being 

all  hef - /,  could  never  be  cured  till  he  became 

a  Mercurialift. 

Reply.  Knows  not  this  Country  Practitioner^ 
that  it  is  the  Province  of  the  Phyhcians,  in  Lon¬ 
don  at  leaft,  to  give  a  Name  to  the  Patient’s  Dif- 
temper?  And  therefore  his  Doubts  about  that  of 
the  Review* s  Friend,  can  only  affed  their  Judg¬ 
ments  who  were  employ’d.  < Prac.  may,  how-' 
ever,  have  gueffed  right;  the  Patient  poffibly 

may  have  been  bef - -t,  by  the  too  hafly  return 

of  a  Clyfter ;  and  as  he  in  fome  Part  charges 
the  Reviews  Mouth  full  of  Nonfence,  here  is  an 
Opportunity  to  return  his  decent  Compliment, 
by  gratefully  offering  him  a  Mouthful  of  the 
fame  feculent  Contents ;  which  if  he  pleafes  to 
accept  of,  though  it  may  not  entitle  him  to  be 
called  a  dirty  Scribler ,  he  may  truly  be  faid  to  be 
foul  Mouthed  ;  and  if  not  very  careful  in  feeding, 
he  will  have  Corrah  phee  Ducknc . 

Remark.  Before  the  Dr.’s  Book  was  publifhed, 

I  lent  him  an  Account,  I  had  received  ten  Years 
ago  from  a  Surgeon  in  the  City  of  Dublin ,  of  a 
Perfon  who  had  taken  two  Pounds  of  crude 
Quickfilver  for  a  fuppofed  Iliac  Paffion ;  but  upon 
opening  the  Stomach  of  the  Decealed,  a  Peach- 
Stone  was  found  to  have  plugg’d  up  the  Pylorus , 
o  that  nothing  could  pals.  What  was  more  re¬ 
markable,  the  Juices  of  the  faid  Part  had  made 
a  kind  of  Amalgama ,  or  foft  Fafte  of  the  Quick- 
Iilver  ^  and  where  it  lay  the  Stomach  was  found 
mor tilled,  I  was  concerned,  I  muff  own,  that 
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Dr.  T- — r  fhould  leave  out  a  Cafe  fo  extraordi¬ 
nary;  but  he  has  fmce  informed  metheTranf- 
a<5tion  lay  remote,  was  too  long  pad,  the  Sur¬ 
geon  perhaps  dead,  and  proper  Vouchers  wanting  ; 
the  Gentlemen  on  the  other  Side  might  object 
againft  the  Relation,  and  he  was  refolved  they 
fhould  not  complain  they  had  not  Juftice  done 
them,  by  infer  ting  any  Thing  he  had  not  known 
himfelf  to  be  true,  or  been  informed  it  was  fo 
by  thofe  concerned  in  the  Cafe.  But  had  thisi:i 
been  inferred  in  the  Dr.’s  Colle6tion,  no  doubt  but: 
the  Review  could  have  found  an  intimate  Ac¬ 
quaintance,  who  could  not  be  cured  of  a  Mortifi¬ 
cation  in  his  Stomach,  till  be  became  a  Mercu, - 
rialift . 

Reply .  The  Readers  were  prepared  in  the  Title: 
Page  for  this  very  remarkable  Cafe,  which  the: 
Relator  feems  fo  fond  of  as  the  Tip-top  of  his: 
Performance;  I  fancy  it  will  make  a  pretty  Fi¬ 
gure  in  a  filly  Syllogifm  thus  : 

When  Mercury  deftroys  a  Patient,  who  has  taken; 
it  for  an  Iliac  PaJJion^  the  Mercury  will  be  feen  in; 
the  Stomach,  the  Stomach  will  be  mortified,  and  a 
Peach-Stone  will  be  always  found  to  have  plugged 
up  the  Mouth  of  the  Pylorus ,  (the  Paflage  fromi 
the  Stomach  to  the  Guts ;)  which  hard  rough  Plug; 
would,  indeed  on  all  other  Occafions,  be  fufpedl-1 
ed  capable  of  caufmg  an  Inflammation,  and  that: 
again,  a  Mortification  in  the  nearly  adjacent: 
Parts. 

But  an  Irijh  deceas’d  Patient,  to  whom  Mer¬ 
cury  was  given  when  under  great  Torture  from: 
an  Inflammation,  being  differed,  a  Peach-Stone: 

was. 
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was  found  fo  fituated,  the  Mercury  was  found  in 
his  Stomach,  and  the  Stomach  mortified. 

Therefore  the  Mercury  that  Patient  had  taken* 
and  not  the  Peach-Stone,  was  the  undoubted 
Caufe  of  the  Inflammation  (which  he  had  before 
he  took  Mercury)  that  occafioned  the  Mortifica¬ 
tion,  and  thereon  Death  enfued. 

Whether  this  will  not  abfolutely  conclude 
the  Mercury  to  have  been  the  foie  Occafion  of 
the  Mortification :  If  not,  we  mull  excufe  it,  as 
the  Produdt  of  a  Country  famous  for  Bulls . 

It  is  here  obfervable,  that  the  Dr.  knows  how 
to  be  civil  to  his  Friends ;  for  he  gets  rid  of 
Prac.’s  impertinent  Importunity,  by  excufing 
himfelf  in  a  very  courteous  Manner  from  inferr¬ 
ing  a  very  ridiculous  Story,  and  handfomely  re- 
fignstohim  the  Honour  of  relating  it  5  which  I 
dare  fay  no  one  envies  him. 

Had  he,  from  Dublin ,  received  and  publifhed 
a  Story  of  a  Man’s  having  fwallowed  a  Mill- 
Stone,  which  inflamed  and  mortified  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  from  the  fame  Place,  (but  I  fancy  not 
from  the  Review ,)  he  might  have  been  allured 
that  Quickfilver,  once  applied  in  a  like  Inflance, 
had  crumbled  the  Mill-Stone  into  exceeding  mi¬ 
nute  Particles,  and  had  likewife  cured  the  Morti¬ 
fication  of  the  Stomach.  He  might  alfo,  il  he 
pleafed,  have  told  us,  that  he  believed  it,  and 
that  fuch  Difficulties  as  thefe  only,  (not  Things 
otherwife  to  be  accounted  for,)  are  Objedts  wor¬ 
thy  of  a  firong  Faith,  quoting  this  very  re¬ 
markable  Solution,  given  by  once  a  fhining 
Member  of  the  Faculty,  Credo ,  quia  impojfibile 
eft . 
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Remark.  So  poor  and  trifling  are  the  Argu¬ 
ments  brought  by  this  Author,  to  fupport  the 
Charge  of  Partiality  and  Infincerity  againfl:  the 
Dr.  that  there  is  not  one  which  betrays  not  both, 
with  a  Mixture  of  grofs  Ignorance  in  the  Author 
of  this  Review ,  as  any  Reader  of  a  common  Ca¬ 
pacity,  but  much  more  of  a  phyfi.cal  Genius, 
muft  difcover,  who  reads  over  the  Dr.’s  Treatife, 
and  compares  it  therewith  ;  though  none  but  the 
phyfical  Reader  can  judge  of  the  Theory,  or 
Argument,  yet  every  one  can  fee  whether  there 
be  any  Animadversion  at  all  made  upon  the 
Cafes,  or  any  fuch  as  are  intended  to  pervert  the 
Befign  of  the  Relator  of  them.  In  the  Review , 
they  will  find  indeed  neither  Theory,  nor  any 
one  Advance,  that  will  bear  the  Name  of  an  Ar¬ 
gument  ;  any  Thing,  I  may  fay,  but  meer  Cavil 
and  ungentleman-like  Behaviour,  to  a  Perfon  who 
has  deferved  a  better  Treatment  than  Calumny  or 
Slander ,  which,  with  this  Author,  fupply  the 
the  Place  of  folid  Reafbn,  or  found  Argumen¬ 
tation  :  What  he  does  not  underftand,  he  fnarls 
and  carps  at  \  when  he  finds  himfelf  confounded, 
he  refers  to  unknown  Dodors,  and  unknown  Pa¬ 
tients,  or  elfe  arraigns  the  the  Author’s  Juftice 
and  Veracity  in  forging  what  makes  againfl  him.

He  has 
indeed  brought  off  his  Fellow-Labourer  in  the 
Caufe  (the  Antidote )  like  a  Hero  5  and  in  Tuflice, 

,  that 
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that  witty  Gentleman,  though  as  great  a  Maficr 
of  Scandal  as  himfelf,  fhould  find  fome  Strata¬ 
gem,  fome  ftronger,  or  better  Antidote  againft 
this  unlucky  Fad  of  a  moft  cruel  Salivation. 


Reply ,  The  Review's  profefted  Subject  was  to 
animadvert  on  the  Dr/s  Condud,  which  he  does 
by  referring  to  his  own  Relations  thereof.  This 
required  no  deep  Argumentations,  nothing  more 
than  dating  quoted  Fads,  and  leaving  them  to 
the  Judgment  of  the  Readers,  and  this  he  has 
done  without  carping  and  fnarling.  The  phyfical 
Subjeds  he  leaves  to  the  phyfical  Genius’s,  the 
found  Arguers,  and  Wranglers  about  Theories. 
This  would  have  been  a  diffident  Anfwer  here ; 
but  his  triumphant  Challenge  to  one  he  calls  the 
Antidote ,  and  a  great  Mafter  of  Scandal ,  mud 
not  pafs  unheeded  by. 

I  will  therefore  tell  him,  That  had  the  Review 
given  himfelf  a  Latitude,  without  ftepping  much 
out  of  his  Way,  he  might  have  touched  upon 
fomething  very  obfervable  in  that  particular 
Cafe,  here  mentioned  of  a  dangerous  Salivation 
of  a  known  Patient ,  under  a  known  DoSlor ,  a 
known  Surgeoy ,  and  a  known  Apothecary ,  if  he 
means  that  of  Mrs.  Jones>  by  the  Work-Houfe, 
Bijhopfgate ,  p.227.  fir  ft  Edition. 

When  the  Dr.  came  to  her,  he  fays,  fhe  was  in 
a  very  high  Salivation ,  J pitting  two  Quarts  a  Day , 
and  in  danger  of  finking  under  it ;  notwithftanding 
which,  for  fuch  Reafons  as  he  pleafes  to  alledge, 
he  remained  a  mere  Spedator  for  one  whole 
Week,  (a  tedious  one  to  befure  to  the  Patient, 
who,  it  cannot  be  prefumed,  called  him  purely  to 

G  2  fatisfy 
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fatisfy  his  own  Curiofity;)  and  from  what  fol¬ 
lows,  it  appears  this  poor  Patient  had  been  fuf- 
fering  a  Week  before  the  Dr.  was  called  ;  for  he 
fays  he'  began  to  give  his  Affiftance  at  the  End 
of  fourteen  Days,  when  flie  was  juft  linking. 
The  obvious  Query  is,  whether  earlier  Applica¬ 
tion  would  not  have  robb’d  him  of  this  terrible 
Account  of  an  exceeding  high  and  dangerous  Sali¬ 
vation  ? 

Can  the  Dr.’s  Reafons  be  thought  fufficient  to 
have  made  him  deviate  from  his  ufual  Pradtice  ? 
Could  a  Man  of  his  Eminence  and  Character  be 
under  any  Pain  from  the  fufpedted  Obfervations 
to  be  made  upon  him  by  a  Man,  whom,  upon 
all  other  Occaiions,  he  affedls  fo  much  to  defpife? 
And  if  he  really  had  any  Apprehenfions,  could 
they  take  fo  ftrong  a  Pofleffion  of  his  Mind,  as 
to  make  him  an  unconcerned  Looker-on,  with  a 
Patient  who  called  for  his  Affiftance,  and  who 
was  in  danger  ?  This  furely  demeans  the  Cha¬ 
racter  of  a  Phyfician,  much  more  than  his  com¬ 
plying  with  a  Gentleman’s  Civil  Requeft,  to  give 
him  a  Meeting,  would  have  done. 

To  fuch  who  may  think  this  too  fevere  a  Re- 
buke,  I  anfwer.  Was  it  not  called  for  by  a  very 
remarkable  Challenge  ?  Is  it  not  a  juft  one  ?  and 
what  offers  itfelf  to  every  Reader  who  gives  any 
Attention  ?  And  is  the  Dr.  himfelf  famous  for 
Moderation  and  Clemency  ?  However,  as  the 
Dr.  is  to  me  as  great  a  Stranger  as  the  Pope  of 
Rome ,  I  can  have  no  Spleen  againft  him  ;  and 
therefore  I  do  hope,  that  in  future  Editions  of 
his  Book,  (which  ’tis  fuppos’d  will  pafs  through 
many  more,)  he  will  remove  this  itrong  Objection 
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his  Relation  is  at  prefent  open  to ;  and  produce 
fome  better  Reafons  for  his  Carriage,  which  pof- 
fibly  may  then  have  guided  him,  though  he  has 
not  mentioned  them.  He  fays,  indeed,  that 
upon  firft  feeing  the  Patient,  he  could  only  com¬ 
fort  her,  with  an  Expectation,  that  fhe  might 
probably  receive  fome  Advantage  from  this  unex¬ 
pected  Remedy,  which  others  daily  fubmitted  to* 
Thefe,  taken  in  their  utmoft  Extent,  are  but 
mere  Words  of  Comfort  to  one  under  a  fore  Af¬ 
fliction,  and  not  in  the  lead  intended  to  fhew  a 
Neceflity  of  keeping  up  the  Salivation,  fo  trouble- 
fome,  and  fo  apparently  hazardous,  as  he  repre- 
fents  it  to  be.  Let  him  therefore  pofitively  and 
i  openly  fay.  That  the  Malady ,  for  which  fhe  firft 
i  took  crude  Mercury,  was  of  fuch  a  Nature,  as 
i  made  a  Salivation  her  only  proper  Remedy :  And 
I  likewife  fo  dangerous,  if  not  removed,  that  this 
|  Pain  and  Hazard  of  Life  was  reafonably  to  be 
preferred.  This  will  obviate  all  Sufpicions  raifed 
by  Bigots,  Cavillers ,  and  unlearned  Contenders  ; 
j  and,  as  I  before  faid,  being  not  his  Enemy,  I 
I  wifh  it  may  be  the  Cafe. 

Remark .  I  have  already  taken  Notice,  that  the 
Dr.  at  his  enterprizing  this  Affair  of  treating  up¬ 
on  Quickfilver,  addrefled  himfelf  firft  of  all  in 
t  his  publick  Advertifement,  to  the  Gentlemen  of 
his  Profeflion,  together  with  thofe  related  there¬ 
unto,  the  Apothecaries  and  Surgeons,  as  believing 
them  the  fitted  Perfons  to  ftate  rightly  the  feve- 
ral  Cafes,  and  the  moft  likely  alfo  to  hear  of 
them,  as  converfing  with  the  Sick  of  all  Sorts* 
But  I  find  now  the  Gentleman  took  a  wrong 

""  '  Step  i 
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Step  ;  he  ftiould  entirely  have  over-looked  thefe 
phyfical  Gentlemen  as  prejudiced  Perfons,  Men 
without  Honour,  Credit,  or  Reputation ;  he 
Hiould  have  received  no  Accounts  but  from  the 
Patients  themfelves,  nor  among  thefe  any  but 
what  made  for  the  Credit  of  the  Remedy,  or 
brought  not  a  Paftport  from  one,  at  leaft,  of  the 
Mercurial  triumvirate^  the  Ancient  Rhyfician , 
his  Delegate  the  Antidote ,  or  the  Sub-Delegate ,  in 
his  Absence,  the  Writer  of  Encomiums  ;  and  then 
he  might  have  had  the  Character  of  a  very  im¬ 
partial  Writer  with  thefe  Gentlement,  however 
he  had  been  cenfured  by  others. 

Reply.  This  Paragraph  relates  not  to  the  Re¬ 
view  \  it  is  levelled  againft  the  York  Letter  -Writer , 
whofe  Apprehenfions  feem  to  have  been  juftifted 
by  Events ;  for  all  the  Informations  from  Apo¬ 
thecaries,  without  one  Exception,  are  fo  many 
Charges  againft  Quickfilver,  (when  I  fay  all,  I 
mean  fuch  as  are  handed  to  us  by  Dr.  t — — r  .*) 
And  can  it  be  thought  that  no  one  of  them  has 
fupply’d  that  Drug  to  Patients  who  have  been 
relieved  ?  Is  there  no  Art  to  be  fufpe&ed,  in 
propagating  that  Story  of  Mrs.  Hill?  Was  it 
not  lpread  about  Town  a  Twelve-month  ago, 
and  now  put  into  Print  in  the  Dr/s  Appendix ,  as 
an  Accident  happening  laft  Auguft ,  in  a  Letter 
without  any  Date,  to  evade  the  Charge  of  Fal- 
ity,  in  refpect  of  Time,  which  it  may  poflibly 
be  liable  to,  and  fo  of  one,  making  two  difmal 
Cafes  ?  A  Story  with  almoft  all  the  fame  Cir- 
cumftancesl  myfelf  heard  laft  Spring,  viz.  That 
a  Woman  who  had  taken  Quickfilver  for  an 

AJlhma , 


Jflhma,  died  foon  after  in  a  Diarbeea  and  that 
in  this  laft  Complaint  lhe  was  under  the  Care  of 
Dr.  H  -fe.  This,  I  think,  tallies  very  nearly 
with  Mrs.  Hill  s  Caie.  This  Story  of  Capt. 
Hill's  Wife  had  almoft  led  me  into  a  Miftake  ; 
for  as  I  knew  one  Capt.  Hill  had  been  cured  of  a 
Chronic  Complaint  by  Quickfilver,  and  that  his 
Wife,  who  had  likewife  taken  it,  was  now  alive, 
and  in  health,  I  was  going  to  contradict  the 
whole  Aflertion ;  for  which  I  Ihould  have  been 
cenfured,  becaufe  it  feems  Capt.  Hill  lives  at  Ro- 
thtrith,  and  not  in  Tower-Street.  I  have  not  yet 
been  able,  by  the  belt  Enquiry,  to  find  out  any 

other  Capt.  HUT,  I  hope  he  was  not  alio  killed 
with  his  Wife. 

Another  from  the  Country  makes  himfelf  a 
ivery  willing  Evidence :  He  fends  an  Account  of 
ja  young  Gentleman  in  his  Neighbourhood  under 
a  venereal  Complaint,  being  removed  to  London , 
jthat  he  there  took  Mercury,  which  put  him  into 
la  bloody  Flux,  and  killed  him,  (an  Accident 
which,  it  feems,  often  happens  before  an  intended 
Salivation  raifesi)  Elis  Information  of  this  Tra~ 
^edy  came  from  a  Footman.  Thus  we  fee  a 
story  firft  travelling  from  London,  by  a  Pootnusn, 
_nto  the  Country,  and  from  thence  returned, 
loublefs  in  great  Hafle,  back  to  London  by  an 
fyothecary,  and  here  publifned  by  a  Dottor. 

Another  gives  the  Cafe  of  Mr.  Roberts ,  who, 
t  appears,  died  in  the  liiae  PaJJion.  If  it  proves 
ny  Thing  aimed  at,  it  rnuft  do  much  more,  viz.

that  Complaint,  have  been  in  an  Error  ;  which, 

I  believe,  will  not  be  eafily  allowed.  TheWeight 
of  thefe  Cafes,  pro  and  con ,  in  the  Difpute  about 
Mercury,  may  be  foon  difcovered  by  the  Sur¬ 
geons,  who  muft  have  been  often  employ’d,  de¬ 
claring  whether  they  do,  or  do  not,  find  the  Vif- 
cera  rotted  by  Mortifications,  in  differed  Per- 
fons,  dedroyed  by  the  Iliac  Paffion ,  and  who 
have  taken  no  Mercury  :  Without  this,  all  fuch 
Cafes  as  thefe  mud  be  thought  to  be  publifhed 
with  fome  partial  Views. 

The  Cafe  of  a  L— y  at  G' - ch  is  faid,  in 

the  Letter,  to  refemble  that  of  the  Gentlewoman 
in  Bijhopfgat  e-Street :  The  extraordinary  Rile  of 
the  Salivation  in  this  lad,  as  well  as  the  former, 
may  be  owing  to  a  Negledt  upon  its  Appearance, 
through  fome  midaken  Notion  of  having  a  (wel¬ 
led  Face,  only  from  the  common  Accidents  of 
Colds ;  and  fhe  may,  pofiibly,  have  continu  d 
taking  her  Mercury  too  long,  after  fuch  Appear¬ 
ances,  not  rightly  underdood. 

I  mud  here  do  Judice  to  one  ingenious  Gentle¬ 
man  of  the  Faculty,  who  from  Canterbury  fends  i 
an  Account  of  the  great  Service  done  by  crude ; 
Mercury. 

But,  in  the  Appendix,  we  find  another  of  Caine,, 
in  JViltJhire,  of  a  different  Perfuafion,  and,  indeed,, 
feemingly  of  a  very  different  Temper  ;  for  his 
Letter,  I  think,  fhews  him  to  be  much  offended, 
becaufe  a  Patient  impertinently  prefumes  to  fay, 
That  he  was  in  a  miferable,  weak,  wading  State  , 
when  the  Dr.  Tells  him,  \ That  he  is  cured ;  who, 
to  be  fure,  mud  be  the  bed,  and,  indeed,  accord-1 
ing  to  this  Do&or’s  Do&rine,  the  only  Judge  > 
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Can  it  be  conceiv’d  that  any  Patients  have  the 
Senfe  of  feeling  and  diftinguifhing  in  themfelves 
the  different  States  of  Health  and  Sicknefs  ?  It 
is  obfervable,  that  the  Dr.  qualifies  the  Ader- 
tion,  by  faying,  'That  the  Patient  was  in  a  manner 
cured .  If  we  are  allowed  to  judge  of  this  Manner 
from  the  Patient’s  Account  of  it,  ’tis  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Manner  is  peculiar  to  hirafelf 
only. 

That  fuch  Letters  as  this  may  be  wrote,  is 
not  very  drange ;  but  that  any  fuch  fliould  find 
a  Place  in  the  Dr.’s  Book,  is  to  me  very  fur- 
prifing,  and  not  to  be  accounted  for,  otherwife 
than  upon  this  Sufpicion,  viz .  That  all  Means, 
however  really  weak  and  infuflicient  in  them- 
felves,  when  at  all  confidered,  are  put  in  Prac¬ 
tice,  not  only  to  fpread  a  Panick  among  People, 
that  Mercury  may  dedroy  them,  but  likewife  to 
take  from  them  all  Hopes  of  a  Poflibility  of  its 
doing  them  Service:  And  where  is  the  Wonder 
that  thefe  Means  have,  in  fame  meafure,  had 
their  intended  Effe&s,  when  we  refled  how  pre¬ 
valent  the  Pafiion  of  Fear  is  in  mod  weak  dis¬ 
ordered  People  ?  Lad  Year  Hopes  prevailed, 
and  all  the  World  ran  promifcuoudy,  and  indeed 
heedlefly  into  the  Ufe  of  Mercury  ;  and  confider- 
ing  the  vad  Number  of  thefe,  how  few  Acci¬ 
dents,  and  many  of  them  foreign  to  thePurpofe, 
have  been  gathered  with  an  unheard-of  Diligence 
and  Application  ?  Thefe  Hopes  being  thus  art¬ 
fully  undermined,  the  Terrors  fpread  of  podible, 
though  not  probable  Dangers  attending  it,  have 
this  Year  drove  many  fader  from  it,  than  they 
before  fought  it  ;  and  what  was  then  thought  a

Catholick  Remedy,  is  now  by  fome  fhunned  as  a 

Poifon.  - - This  furely  Ihews  the  Strength  of 

our  Paffions ,  and  the  Weaknefs  of  our  Reafon . 

But  it  is  yet  to  be  hoped,  that  Chronicks{ who 
may  at  prefent  be  in  an  uneafy  Situation  between 
Hopes  and  Fears  of  this  powerful  Drug  being 
either  their  proper  Remedy  or  Deftruddion,  as 
has  been  varioufly  aflferted,  and  flrenuoufly  pro¬ 
pagated,)  will  not  fo  eafily  quit  their  Hopes, 
and  abandon  themfelves  to  Fears,  which  would 
make  them,  above  all  others,  mold  miferable,  even 
to  Defpair :  For  what  elfe  can  they  apply  to? 

Remark.  As  to  the  Accounts  from  Patients, 
the  Dr,  has  informed  us,  that  the  Narratives  he 
had  received  (many  of  them)  werefo  injudicioufly 
drawn  up,  others  fo  trifling,  that  he  could  by 
no  means  think  them  worth  communicating  *. 
Some  of  thefe  I  looked  over  myfelf  in  his  Study  : 
One  complains,  that  an  Imp  of  the  old  plpickfilver 
Devil  had  perfuaded  his  Wife  to  take  this  Reme¬ 
dy  for  a  Pthyfick.  Upon  which,  after  a  Month’s 
Time,  fhe  fell  a  bleeding  at  her  Nofe,  the  Quick  - 
filver  coming  away  with  the  Blood  in  fmall  Pins - 
Heads .  When  this  was  flopped,  fhe  was  taken 
with  the  Throttles,  of  which  fhe  died  in  twenty- 
four  Hours.  Another  fays,  Ihe  had  a  Swelling 
on  the  Craig,  as  big  as  a  Penny  Loaf ,  which  by 
taking  Quickfllver  was  reduced  to  the  Compais 
of  a  Halfpenny  one .  Uniefs  this  Swelling  was  a 
Bronchocele ,  neither  he  nor  I  could  tell  what  to 
make  of  it.

Thefe,.  with  others  of  the  like  Kind,  might 
have  furnifhed  Matter  for  Amufement,  but  fure- 
iy  very  little  Inftruftion.  There  was  one  that 
had  the  Marks  of  fome  Defign  to  try  the  Dr.’s 
Credulity ;  and  if  inferted9  they  might  have  had  an 
Opportunity  of  confuting  the  fame,  and  proving 
it  to  be  a  Falihood,  fhewed  how  eafily  he  might 
be  impofed  on. 

Reply.  Such  Accounts  from  Patients  as  are 
here  mentioned,  are  not  indeed  worth  the  Half¬ 
penny  Loaf,  (nor  fhould  we  have  had  them,  I 
fuppofe,  if  it  were  not  for  that  pretty  Appella¬ 
tion,  an  Imp  of  the  old  Quickfilver  Devil :  But  it 
is  obfervable  from  hence,  that  upon  this  Subjed, 

„  as  well  as  all  others,  Men  divide  themfelves  into 
Parties:  The  Dependants  upon  the  Faculty  muf- 
ter  themfelves  under  their  proper  Standard,  and 
make  their  Appearance,  (being  called  thereto  by 
Beat  of  Drum,  publick  Advertifements,).  in  Dr. 
T — ™r’s  Book  ;  and  the  Patients  voluntarily 
mufter  themfelves  in  Dr.  D — r’s. 

Remark.  Leaving  now  thefe  Remarks  of  my 

own,  with  the  Gentleman’s  Proofs  of  Dr.  T - r9s 

Partiality,  I  fhall  enter  the  Pre-requifites  him- 
felf  lays  down,  by  which  every  Accufation  of 
this  Nature  ought  to  be  fupported. 

Whoever  (faith  he*)  charges  a  Gentleman  with 
Partiality ,  and  want  of  Sincerity ,  fhould  fupport 
fo  heavy  an  Accufation ,  by  an  eafy  natural  Con- 
fruition  of  his  own  Words  and  Ahlions ,  or  he  will 
be  guilty  of  grofs  Scandal.  When ,  therefore ,  I  fay ,

this  great  Indagator  of  Mercurial  Phenomena 
was  influenced  by  fomething  elfe  than  a  benevolent 
publick  Spirit ,  I  muft  make  it  appear  fufficiently 
plain  from  his  partial  Conduct  ,  taken  from  his  Re¬ 
cital  thereof. 

Whether,  or  no,  the  Review  has  made  this  par¬ 
tial  Conduct  (as  he  calls  it)  of  the  Dr.’s  thus 
plain,  I  am  fure  he  is  defirous  to  fubmit  to  every 
impartial  Reader  of  his  Difcourfe.  He  has,  in¬ 
deed,  with  great  Reafon,  excepted  againft  Bigots? 
Cavillers ,  and  unlearned  Contenders* ,  who  will 
allow  of  nothing  to  be  fuch,  as  makes  not  for 
the  Caufe  for  which  they  fo  rashly  contend. 

’Tis  plain  the  Author  of  the  Review  feems 
fomewhat  doubtful,  whether  he  has  made  good 
his  Ailegation,  by  faying  at  his  Concluiion,  He 
is  fenfible  he  has  taken  great  Freedoms  with  the  Au¬

Reply.  The  Review  fays,  He  knew  not  the  Dr.

Sufpicion  of  perfonal  Pique :  Prac.  takes  Of¬ 
fence  thereat,  and  thinks  the  Dr.’s  Glory  wound¬ 
ed,  by  a  Suppofition  that  any  one  Perfon  fliould 
be  ignorant  of  his  Name  fo  well  known  here, 
and  fo  far  fpread  abroad  h  nothing  fure  but  a 
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.very  proud  Heart  could  fuggeft,  and  as  whimfi- 
cal  a  Head,  harbour  fuch  a  wild  Conceit. 

Remark.  A  farther  Argument  of  this  Gentle¬ 
man's  Doubts  about  this  doughty  Performance  of 
his,  appears  from  his  manner  of  Addrefs  to  his 
Patron. 

If  (faith  he)  you  have  any  Thoughts  of  publifh- 
ing  this  hafty  Sketchy  it  will  behove  you  to  perufe  it 
carefully ,  to  compare  it  with  the  Dr  Is  Book ,  and 
to  fee  that  I  have  not  mifquoted  or  mifunderftood 
him,  for  it  is  you  who  mufi  anfwer  for  the  Offence 
in  fending  it  abroad ,  if  it  gives  any. 

Again,  ^faith  hej  I  do  really  hope  that  lam 
miftaken ,  (i.  e.  in  the  Dr.’s  having  thefe  partial 
Views  ;)  and  in  that  Hope ,  if  I  did  not  conceive  it 
to  be  Matter  of  high  Importance  to  encourage  the 
Ufe  of  Crude  Mercury ,  I  Jhould  abfolutely  enjoin 
you  to  burn  this  long  Letter ,  (juft  now  it  was  a 
wafty  Sketch  f  after  you  had  taken  the  Trouble  of 
perufmg  of  it. 

And  what  now  can  be  the  natural  Conftru&ion 
of  thefe  laft  Words,  but  that  the  Review9 s  Zeal 
was  fo  great  for  the  Mercurial  Caufe,  that,  right 

or  wrong ,  Dr.  T - r  s  Character  rnufl  be  facri- 

ficed  to  his  Apprehenlion,  that  his  Views  were 
i  partial. 

Had  I  believed  that  no  one  who  had  not  Hrft 
read  over  the  Dr.’s  Book,  would  have  con- 
!  defended  to  look  into  this  Review ,  I  had  not 
given  myfelf  the  Trouble  of  making  thefe  Re¬ 
marks  ;  nor  had  there  been  any  Occaiion  :  But 
as  many  Perfons  may  not  fcruple  to  lay  out  Six¬ 
pence

pence  for  a  View  of  the  Quickftlver  Controversy , 
(which  is  indeed  no  View  thereof  at  all,)  who 
might  not  care  to  lay  out  three  Shillings  and  Six¬ 
pence  for  the  Dr.’s  Treatife ;  and  he  himfelf  de¬ 
clining  to  take  Notice  thereof,  I  thought  my felf, 
in  Juftice,  bound  to  vindicate  the  Charadter  of 
a  Gentleman,  who  has  fo  highly  obliged  me,  as 
well  as  many  others,  and  to  expofe  this  fcurrilous 
Writer  in  fuch  a  Manner,  that  himfelf  with  his; 
Performance,  may  be  reviewed  in  a  proper 
Light. 

Reply.  It  is  a  peculiar  Happinefs  belonging  to 
the  Infall ibles  only,  to  be  quite  fare,  and  free  from, 
all  Doubts :  The  Review  fee  hi  s  to  have  no  fuch 
Pretenfions.
